Tuesday the Narberth Public 
School presented an Art/or Day 
program and planted a copper 
beech tree in memory of Alan 
Christopher Munro. who was re- 
ported missing in action after his 
ship was torpedoed off West Palm 
Beach. Fla., May 9. 

A biography written by his 
brother Donald, of Secane, was 
read by Miss Margaret White. 
Alan, who had lived in Narberth 
all his life .received the Nelly M. 
Wetherill award from the Nar- 
berth Public School. After gradu- 
ation from Lower Merion High 
School in 1939. he went with the 
Hawaiian Steamship Company, 
studying at the University of 
Pennsylvania and School of Bible 
at the same time. 

Commissioned as a purser on the 
Merchant Marine S. S. Ohioan. he 
left New York in December. 1941. 
for South Africa and I#lia. He 
sent a message from Puerto Rico 
stating that he would arrive in 
New York May 12, 1942. 

His mother, Mrs. Elizabeth S

Pupils Collect 
36,000 Tin Cans 

Cynwyd School Leads; 
Householders Asked 
To Cooperate 

Lower Merion s tin can campaign 
aot well under way last week with 
about 36.000 cans collected in the 
elementary and junior high schools 
by pupils from their families and 
friends. The Cynwyd School, with 
12,000 properly prepared cans, is 
the leader in the field, and its 
Fifth Grade had collected the 
largest quantity of any single class. 

The Bryn Mawr School, a small- 
er unit, had about 3,200 cans. 
There the First Grade led the 
opening week of the campaign, 
and tl-e Fifth Grade brought in 
the largest amount last week. 

It is expected that by the first 
of the year, or even before, that 
the 15 or 20 tons for a full carload 
will have been colle:ted. When 
the necessary load has been reach- 
ed the cans will be sent to detin- 
ning stations to take their part in 
the war effort. 

Householders are being ur^ed to 
contact school children. 

Reports from the Township in- 
cinerator show 14 100 pounds of 
iron, 16,300 prunds of paper, 2,900 
pounds of rags, 1,400 pounds of 
rubber, 1,600 pounds of other 
metals, and 36,400 pounds of glass 
were salvaged during the week 
October 26 through 31. 

This biings Lower Merion's sal- 
vage collections for the month of 
Oztober to 1.7 tons of rubber, 6.9 
tons of rag's, 69.5 tons of glass, 
180 tons of iron, 28.9 tons of 
paper, 4.1 tons of tin cans, 298.9 tons 
of vital war materials. 

A report of these collections is be- 
ing forwarded to the State Salvage 
Committee from the Township 
Council of Defense.

Montgomery Coiinty leads all oth- 
er Pennsylvania counties in the de- 
cisive majority of 29.767 votes it gave 
to General Edward Martin, success- 
ful Republican candidate for gover- 
nor. The vote for^jall G.O.P. candi- 
dates was just as j|ecisive. 

Montgomery an« Delaware coun- 
ties, two political Sub-divisions bor- 
dering each other", have had neck- 
and-neck races throughout the years 
to determine which one would turn 
in the heaviest Republican majority. 
Because of its heavy population Del- 
aware has maintained a slight edge. 

This year Delaware fell into sec- 
ond place when the majority foi 
General Martin was only 28,747. 

Although the top-heavy Martin 
vote was a surprise to some its pos- 
sibility was predicted by Lloyd H 
Wood, chairman of the Montgomery 
County Republican Committee, in a 
speech at a meeting of the Lower 
Merion Township Republican Com- 
mittee in Whitehall Hotel, Haver- 
ford, the Wednesday night before 
election. 

"Actually," said Wood, "we are 
hopeful of getting a 30.000 majority. 
Now, it is only a question of getting 
out the vote." 

According to Republican Leader 
Fred C. Peters, president of the 
Montgomery County Board of Com- 
missioners, the County's unprece- 
dented showing was due to prelim- 
inary work done the Party's commit- 
tee men and women and their work- 
ers in getting out the vote. In plac- 
ing Montgomery on the forefront as 
the leading Republican county ap- 
proximately 55 percent of the reg- 
istered voters turned out last Tues- 
day. 

Tabulation of the County's 190 
voting precincts ■ gave General Mar- 
tin 52,843 votes to the 23,076 cast for 
his Democratic opponent", F. Clair 
Ross. 

Lower Meriott's i £andidate on., the 
state ticket, JohnC. BeCJr., polled*- 
a majority of 31,303 over Elmer Kil- 
roy. for lieutenant governor. 

This is the second time within the 
last decade that Montgomery Coun- 
ty has led other Republican counties 
of Pensylvania. In 1940 it gave a 
substantial majority to Wendell 
Willkie.

Similar to what happened in the 
Township. State Senator Franklin

Oerald R. Nocton, was high man 
on the ticket. In the three dis- 
tricts he polled 1626 votes against 
380 for his opponent. 

Heavy voting ran contrary to ^ 
predictions which contended that 
most people were too preoccupied 
with the war to go to the polls 
Total registration in the Borough 
is 3346 for the two major parties 
with 1995 or 59 percent turning 
out to vote. This is broken down 
into a Republuan registration of 
2719 and a Democratic registrator 
of 427. Based on the Martin vote 
of 1615 and the Ross vote of 380 
the Republicans polled 55 percent 
and the Democrats 88 percent of 
their vote.

"Good War Time Housekeeping"; Has 
$1,180,884 Cash Balance In Treasury 



Good government housekeeping 
that has resulted in a saving oi 
over half a million dollais in 
Montgomery County ls c mmtnded 
in a report released by Dr. F.ank 
P. K. Barker, County controller. 

Personally he commends tht 
three county commissioners, Fred 
C. Peters, Foster C. Hi legass and 
Raymond K. Mehsch, for their ef- 
ficient conduct of county affairs. 

Among other things Dr. Barker 
says that although the County 
Commissioners budgeted $1,828,- 
219.23 for a nine month period 
ending September 30, 1942, for ex- 
penditures of the County, they 
actually spent $1,302 972.37. 

."This is good housekeeping on 
their part," says the Controller, 
"for it represents a saving or over 
one half million dollars." 

Pointing out that Montgomery 
County is continuing its "Pay as 



debt, he compared this fine record 
to other Third Class Counties in 
Pennsylvania vith their higher 
tax rates and their "net bonded 
dobt." The other third class coun-

PROTECTION OF FOODS 
FROM POISON GAS 

Suggestions for protection of foods in the home against con- 
tamination from poison gas during an enemy air ra.d. have been 
released by the Office of Civilian Defense. 

Recommendations are based upon studies of British experi- 
ence under actual raid conditions and prepared by G. E. Arnold, 
regional sanitary engineer of the Ninth Civilian Defense Region 

There are four major factors attendant on air raids which 
may result in contamination of food on pantry shelves and else- 
wh ere in the home, Mr. Arnold says These are: flying glass 
smoke and gases from exploding bombs and shells dust raised 
by nearby explosions, and chemical warfare agents commonly 
known as poison gas. 

In the home the safe rule is to keep a' 
stored in the open — potatoes and other vege+a 
>er cartons, cured meats, etc.

Care should be taken in storing food, however, that it is 
placed in such a manner that it will not be shaken from shelves 
and the containers broken by falling. 

The secret of protecting foods against gas is simple — seal 
it up. Several types of containers offer complete protection 
against war gas. Among the best are glass ja rs or bottles with 
screw caps or good stoppers and tin cans with ^M-fifting hds 
Flour cereals, sugar, rice, and similar non-perishable foods may 
be stored safely in this manner. If they are reserve supplies, the 
containers may be carefully wrapped in paper before being put 

^ V The ordinary type of domestic refrigerator is adequate pro- 
tection for perishable foods if the door forms -.reasonably tight 
air seal. Ice boxes, with a separate door for ice and an open 
water outlet, may not be adequate. If there is any doubt about 
the safety of the refrigerator, closed containers may be used 

Protection of bulkier foods, such as potatoes in quantity, 
hams, bread, etc., is somewhat more of a Problem than is the 
case with smaller amounts but can be accomplished by the in- 
telligent use of cans, jars, and other containers.
